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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1 , 3, the cited prior art of record fail to disclose or make it obvious an 
apparatus or method for cancelling unwanted signal in a receiver which comprises 
components and connections as specified in the claims, wherein a non-obvious feature 
comprises synchronized ADCs to provide respective first and second digitized signals, 
the wider bandwidth (second) signal being digitized at a higher sampling rate and the 
lower bandwidth (first) signal being digitized at a lower sampling rate, frequency shifting 
the frequency down converted unwanted signal to a preselected position in the 
frequency down converted wanted signal, adjusting sampling rate of the first digitized 
signal to be the same as the second digitized signal and forming the difference between 
the second and first digitized signals to provide an output signal.
